“It is incor- 
rect to say that he will be made vice 
president of the Plant system. He will 
be elected vice president of the Savan- 
and Western railway and 
composing the system, 
which positions were held by myself pre- 
vious to my @lection as president. 

‘Mr. Knott's office will be at Savan- 
nah. There need be no fear that his of- 
fice will be located at Atlanta, or New 
York, or anywhere else but Savannah. 
This is the proper location for the head 
of the traffic department of the Plant sys- 
tem. He will take charge here about 
January ist.’ 

Mr. Erwin was asked if Mr. Knott's 
election would interfere in any way with 
the present officials of the traffic depart- 
ment of the system. “It will not inter- 
fere with them in the slightest,’’ he re- 
plied. ‘“‘We have always had a traffic 
manager, and a head of the passenger 
department as well as a vice president, 
and there is no reason why we should 
not continue to have them.”

Des Moines, lowa, November 4.—Thé po- 
litical campaign in lowa practically closea 
this evening with rallies in the principle 
cities. State Chairman Weaver, repub- 
lican, in a statement tonight said there 
was no doubt of a great republican vic- 
tory.

MASSACHUSETTS CAMPAIGN. 


Republicans Are Confident of Carry- 
ing the State Tuesday. 
Boston, Mass., November 4.—The state 
campaign in Massachusetts has been 
more than ordinarily dull, even for an 
off year, the republicans being confident 
of victory and the democrats only hope- 
ful of making a better showing than last 
fall, Whatever life has been instilled into 
the contest has come from the demo- 
cratic side. State issues have been 
thrown to the winds and both sides have 
confined themselves to arguments for and 
against expansion, the silver question be- 
ing rarely mentioned, The republican can- 
didate for governor is W. Murray Crane,

Crowd Came Late. 

There was not the early morning rush 
to the grounds that was anticipated, and 
up to the noon hour the attendance was 
slight. This was not to be wondered at, 
however. The prospective’ visitors re- 
mained in the city to view the brilliant 
military parade and to catch a glimpse 
of Admiral Schiey. Still there was a suf- 
ficient number on the grounds to keep 
the buildings comfortably full, and those 
who arrived early came prepared to stay 
all day and spend the last day of the fair 
in sight seeing. Each of the departments 
Was crowded with animated spectators 
until 12 o'clock and all expressed the 
keenest enjoyment in the many sights to 
be seen, 

At noon there was a rush from the build- 
ings to the grounds and soon the terraces 
overlooking the bandstand were filled with 
&® seething mass of spectators. All had 
assembled to catch the first glimpse of 
the big procession as it entered the 
grounds and the vast gathering waited pa- 
Wently until the first notes of the ap- 
Proaching band were heard. Up to this 
time the gathering had been an undemon- 
strative one. But as soon as the head of 
the parade entered the gates the pent-up 
enthusiasm made itself manifest in cheer 
after cheer. 

With the procession came the real crowd 
of the day. For half an hour after Ad- 
miral Schley had entered the grounds the 
influx of visitcrs was amazing.

The exercises of the day at an end, the 
crowd rushed to the grand stand, where 
the running races were about to begin. 
Soon the grand stand was filled and those 
who could not obtain seats crowded 
around the rail of the race track. 

Up to the hour the races began the 
crowds still continued to pour in the 
gates, and when the gates were closed for 
the night the turnstiles indicated a total 
attendance of more than 30,000—the largest 
crowd .of the two weeks. 

Fair Closes Fittingly. 

Thus it was that with ideal weather, 
an immense crowd, a brilliant parade and 
inspiring speeches the fair came to a 
close, much to the regret of thousands 
who found in the big show the source of 
greatest inierest. This regret was 
general, even igaong the executive offi- 
cers of the fair, whose labors during the 
past two weeks have been such as to 
make them deserve @ rest. 

When night began to fall, and the 
grounds were beginning to be deserted, 
the first work of removing the big show 
began. Workmen were busy taking down 
the portable buildings of the midway, and 
soon this pleasure resort was a thing of 
the past. 

The buildings themselves remained un- 
tcuched, ard the work of removing the 
various exhibits will not be begun until 
Moncay. 

Although the State fair was at an end 
when the gates closed for the night, the 
end of the work for the officers was not 
in sight. Up to 12 o’clack last night 
Secretary. Martin’s larwe office force was 
bisy at work paying off the exhibitors 
who had’ won premiums. This work will 
be continued Monday, when the last will 
have received his money. 

Fair a Big Success. 

The Atlanta State fair met with a degree 
of success that was scarcely expected 
by even the most sanguine of its projec- 
tors. With a rare degree of unanimity 
the officers of the fair and the members 
of the State Agricultural Society have 
pra'sed the results that have been 
achieved. 

Never before in the history of the state, 
and possibly in the history of the south, 
has a state fair of like magniiude, and 
representing the diversified interests, been 
given. Not only this, there was never a 
day at any previous state fair in Georgia 
where the attendance was 
great as that of yesterday. The average 
attendance has been as far ahead of that 
of other fairs as the size and scope has 
been zreater. 

In direet ratio the influence of the fair 
will be felt. This, after all, is the -eal 
test of an undertaking of this kind, and 
all who have seen the big show agree 
that this will be the case.

PRESIDENT J. POPE BROWN: “In 
furnishing the means that made possible 
a fair of the magnitude of the one just 
drawing to a successful] clcse, Atlanta 
has done the state of Georgia and every 
interest in the state a great and lasting 
good.

DESTROYING THE DISTILLERIES 


Revenue Officer in Troup County 
Does a Good Night’s Work. 


La Grange. Ga.. November 4—(Spe- 
cial.)—Wednesday night was a pretty cold 
one, but it will have to be colder than 
that when Captain John R. Ware gets 
left on his hunts for ‘‘wild cat’’ distil- 
leries. Last night Captain Ware quietly 
got into a carriage with a driver and Mr. 
W. A. Green and started out for southern 
Troupe. It used to be that all the illicit 
distilling was done in the mountain coun- 
ties. Not so now, for along the line of 
Troup and Harris lots of ‘bug juice’’ is 
made. Three miles below Lovelace, in 
this county, Captain Ware had his driv- 
er to turn out of the main road into the 
woods. A little further on the vehicle 
was stopped and down in the swamp on 
the creek a seventy-five gallon capacity 
still was found, where its owners had 
left it. It was on lands of a Mr. Rivers. 
The still was cut up and about 500 or 600 
gallons of beer and mash were overturn- 
ed. Half the night was not yet gone, 
so the captain decided to continue his 
hunt. Two miles below where the above 
still was found, in the neighborhood of 
Jones crossroads, a still of about 1500 gal- 
lon capacity was also found and 4des- 
troyed and about 800 gallons of beer and 
mash were overturned. With this the 
captain thought he had done a good 
night’s work and ordered the driver to 
turn the horses’ head homeward and 
drive on. The hour was approaching 2 
in the morning and as the carriage mov- 
ed quietly homeward, a wagon with a 
light in it, some distance in front, was 
seen to come out of the woods and roll 
on its way down the road. As captain 
Ware’s carriage was passing the mouth 
of the byroad enothér wagon drove in 
behind it. To see two wagons come out 


of the same byroad at that hour of the 
night looked suspicious to this old hunter, 
so he ordered them to halt and demanded 
to know who they were and what they 
had en their wagons. So commanding 
was his tone of voice that the drivers 
obeyed him and halted the teams, but put 
themselves on the move. So there in the 
road the captain captured, not only a 
large 150 gallon capacity still and all its 
necessary fixtures, but three mules, one 
two-horse wagon and one one-horse 
Wagon, harness and all.

No clue as to the murder of A. A. 
Powell has yet been discovered, al- 
though the detectives have been at work 
on the case since early yesterday morn- 
ing. The murderer left absolutely no 
signs by which he can be traced, and 
the murder is one of the most mysteri- 
ous that has ever been committed here. 
Powell was a man who was liked by 
everybody, and the fact that a large sum 
of money was left in his pocket goes t9 
show that there was some other motive 
in the killing than robbery. All that the 
robber secured was a fine gold watch 
and chain. The detectives have not given 
up hope, however, and they are deter- 
mined to sift the matter to the bottom. 

The body of Powell was given over to 
the Masons, of which order he was a 
member, and was shipped to Oliver, Ga., 
for burial. 

Powell before coming to Macon was en- 
gaged in the turpentine business in many 
parts of the state, and he was very pop- 
ular at every place he was located.

Bill of Mr. Reynolds, of Richmond, 
Fayorably Reported. 


MEASURE LIKELY TO PASS

The Comptroller General Believes the 
Establishment of the Bureau To

The bill of Hon. J. 8. Reynolds, of 
Richmond, to esgablish a bureau of. labor 
and industrial statistics had its first in- 
nings yesterday, when the committee to 
which it wag referred reported upon it 
favorably, and resommeaded that it do 
pass. 

The committee on labor and labor sta- 
tistics, of which Mr, Reynolds is the able 
chairman, held two long sittings. and 
heard from representatives of the Georgia 
Federation of Labor, which is champion- 
ing the bill. 

The bill is one of the most important 
measures before the general assembly, 
and the action of the committee. it is be- 
ieved, will be ratified when the bill is 
put upon its third reading in the house. 

Mr. Reynolds, who is one of the ablest 
members of the lower chamber, is out- 
spoken in his hearty advocacy of the bill. 
He has given the subject much investiga- 
tion and consideration, and believes that, 
if established, the bureau will speedily 
become one of the largest and most val- 
uable Cepartments in the administration 
of state affairs. 

At the first meeting of the committee 
Gelegations of the Georgia Federation of 
Laber and of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades were present. 

C. T, Ladson, attorney for both feder- 
ations, made a strong argument in favor 
of the measure. He showed to the com-

“The fact that thirty-six other states have 
established and are successfully running such 
bureaus, is a strong argument in itself why 
Georgia would find lik ofit therein. 

‘T frequently recelviaattons from persons 
outside the state making inquiries concerning 
this or that industry with a view to locating 
and investing in Georgia, but neither my de- 
partment nor any other department at the 
capitol can satisfactorily answer such letters. 
There is no single officer who has the in- 
formation, or, under the present machinery of 
the state government, can obtain or furnish 
such information, and I feel confident that 
many thousands of dollars are lost to Georgia 
every year because of the lack of such a 
bureau 

‘‘This sort of bureau helps the laborer, the 
manufacturer, the farmer—indeed, all of our 
eitizens would be benefited thereby.

Philedalphia, November 4.—As had been 
anticipated, the University of Pennsyl- 
vania football team was defeated by the 
Harvard eleven by a score of 16 to 0 on 
Franklin field this afternoon in the pres- 
ence of nearly 25,000 spectators. Harvard 
deserved the victory because she played 
the better game. At no time during the 
contest did Pennsylvania have a chance

There were no sensational plays, 
the game was an ordinary one 
through. 

An incident happened at the close of 
the game which caused somewhat of a 
sensation among the spectators. When 
the whistle blew announcing the close of 
the game Overfield, Pennsylvania's cen- 
ter rush, snatched the ball and made 
for the dressing room on a dead run. The 
custom at football games is that to the 
victor belongs the ball. When the Har- 
vard men had recovered from their sur- 
prise, they dashed after the flying Quak- 
er for the purpose of getting the ball as 
a trophy. Two or three Pennsylvania 
men gave the Harvard men the shoulder, 
and one Pennsylvanian is alleged to have 
struck a Harvard man in the face.

Teac hers enter for ten weeks, five months 
or one year, many being able to remain 
only ten weeks, then they leave and 
teach perhaps for five months, after 


ghich they return for another ten weeks. 
Others, in more fortunate circumstances 

complete the whole course of two years 
before they begin their work as teach- 


ers. 
The faculty of this normal school can 
nowhere in the south be surpassed. The 
teacher-students who come under its in- 


fluence realize this fact and strive to 
gain as much as possible during their 
ghort stay. 


The great drawback which prevented 
even better work was the need of an- 
other dormatory, but that deficiency will 
be supplied when the Winnie Davis Me- 
moria) hall is erected. We are indebted 
to the magnanimity of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy for this much needed 
hall. 

The greatest need yet remains. The 
appropriation fund for 1899 was cut down 
unti] no margin was left. What we need 
now is an appropriation which the state 
of Georgia will not be ashamed to own 
as her gift. 

Besides the regular curriculum of the 
state normal school, splendid work is be- 
ing done by the two literary society con- 
ducted by the students.

Editor Constitution—The visible and  invis- 
ible supply of cotton declared to exist at the 
end of each cotton year, September ist, @P 
pears to be treated as a surplus of all good 


-ecotton from which spinners may freely draw 


for making good any shortage in the sucgeté- 
ing crop; in this sense it is now once more 
being used as a club for beating down prices. 
The surplus on September Ist last has been 
stated as being all the way from 3,000,000 t@ 
3,600,000 bales; the differences being largely due 
to differences in guessing at the ‘‘invisibie 
part of it. Mr. Neil! puts it at 3,300,000, which 
is ‘a good enough Morgan’’ for the purpose 
of this article. Whatever the current crop may 
turn out to be, there will inevitably again 
be an enormous surplus declared next Sep 
tember, because a large part of it will really 
exist; in part as the tremendous amount of 
good actual cotton always and indispensably 
kept in circulation to prevent absolute paraly- 
sis of business, and in part as a vast quar 
tity of darraged and refused cotton accumulat 
ed from successive large crops, but useless 
spinners, and also because big guesses at 
‘‘invisible’’ cotton will again be wanted by buy- 
ers, That amount of good cotton indispensably

Genera! Evans Was Cheered. 

A platoon of mounted officers headed 
the pageant to make way for the soldiers 
and citizens in line and then came Gen- 
eral Clement A. Evans, grand marshal, 
mounted upon a spirited horse and look- 
ing every inch the soldier that he is. 

The members of his staff’ followed, 
headed by Chief of Staff Phill G. Byrd. 
The Governor's Horse Guards turned out 
in fine shape and made an excellent ap- 
pearance. 

Then came the admiral’s. carriage, 
drawn by four black horses driven by 
Lorenzo Jones, who handled the-ribbons 
in excellent style. Color Sergeant Duff 
Dodson, of the Governor’s Horse Guards, 
occupied a seat on the carriage and car- 
ried the state’s beautiful colors. 

The Knights of Pythias band headed 
the first division and furnished the 
marching music for the regulars from 
Fort McPherson and the Douglasville 
Cadets. The soldiers from the post were 
warmly received, as were the cadets, 
who were commanded by Captain Frank 
Anderson. 

The Confederate Veterans, commanded 
by Captain W. D. Ellis, received an un- 
limited amount of cheers wund appeared to 
excellent advantage.

OBSERVATIONS ON THE 
BOER-BRITISH TROUBLE 


Genera] Sir George White was as un- 
fortunate in his use of terms in describ- 
ing the disaster before Ladysmith as 
was Sampson in his famous Fourth of 
July message to the American pcople. 
Though nobody could hold that the ideas 
in the minds of the two men were at all 
alike. Sampson, if his motives have been 
construed aright, sought by his “the fleet 
under my command’’ to take credit to 
himself when it did not belong to him; 
Sir George had no idea of credit in his 
mind when he used the terms ‘“capit- 
ulate.”’ Sampson succeeded in getting 
a few fleeting hcurs of praise to be fol- 
lowed by a good many hours off disgust 
at his littleness; Sir George gave all 
Great Britain a day of intense chagrin 
and suffering by his use of a 
word that the world might construe 
into meaning surrender without adequate 
resistance, But the latter and fuller 
report tells of British defense as long as 
defense was possible, and then capture 
under circumstances which could reflect 
no discredit upon the captured. The 
British commander's frank acknowledg- 
ment that he and he alone was to blame 
for the disaster will doubtless have the 
effect of mollifying the public mind in its 
judgement of the commander under 
whose operations such a disaster was pos- 
sible, and he may yet become one of the 
heroes of this war. 


It will be very difficult, however, for 
the British people to forgive the military 
commander under whom this ‘“‘capitula- 
tion’’ Was possible, for entirely outside 
of the question of the military loss in 
of the question of the military loss in- 
volved, there is the great blow to Brit- 
ish pride to be considered. 

Some conception of the magnitude of 
the blow from the purely military sense, 
and its effect upon the public, can be 
realized if we compare the conditions in 
Natal with those about Manila. Suppose 
one-fifth of the American force down 
there in the tropics were to be captured 
at one swoop by Aguinaldo? What sort 
of a feeling would sweep over this coun- 
try? Disgust? Well, rather. 

Well, England is enjoying not only that 
disguest and disappointment, but she is 
brought to face a blow to her national 
pride such as she has not experienced 
in a good many years now. One of the 
London papers compares this with the 
shock the nation received when Bur- 
£0oyne surrendered to the despised Ameri- 
can farmers and it is an apt comparison 
as far as it gces. It does not go far 
erough, however, for since the days of 
Burgoyne, Great Britain has grown into 
an empire strong enough, in the British 
mind at least, to defy the world. Fight- 
ing has become more and more the pro- 
fession of the people and the British 
army has grown to be regarded the 
acme of profection, embodying all the 
military brains and genius and general- 
ship in the world. Now they-are having 
a taste of war themselves, and what do 
they find? Right at the start they find 
their boasted generalship a myth and a 
delusion. Outgeneraled! Beaten at 
their own game and by the despised and 
detested Boers! 


Of course, it is only for a comparative- 
ly short time. In the end the British are 
bound to triumph, but that is poor com- 
pensation for the present spectacle. The 
loss is very heavy indeed, but it is noth-

Tallahassee, Fla.,November 4.—(Special.) 
A few days ago Circuit Judge Call, of the 
fourth judicial circult, rendered a decision 
declaring null and void an ordinance of 
the Jacksonville city council which under- 
took to impose a city tax on certain pre- 
scribed -occupations. The ground of the 
decision was that under Florida laws only 
those occupations which are taxed by 
the state can be taxed by counties or in- 
corporated cities and towns, and even 
then only & per cent of the state tax 
can be collected by either of those 
litical subdivisions. These requirements 
were disregarded in the Jacksonville or- 
dinance which went before Judge Call

The 
Wibing out of the surplus shown today was 
therefore not a surprise. The week's state- 
ment made the stocks pecuilarly vu'nerable in 
spots, and the slump in prices of a few stocks 
eave an aprearance of demoralization to the 
trarket.

NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


First Time Since 1893 Reserves Show 


a Deficit. 


New York, November 4.—The weekly bank 
Statement, issued today, shows the following 
changes:

The banks now hold $338,250 less than the 
requirements of the 25 per cent rule. 

The New York Financier says: 

‘For the first time since the panic of 15893, 
the clearing house, banks of New York city 
report a deficit in reserves, the cash on hand 
falling. below the required limit by $338,350. 
The deficit is due to the heavy withdrawals 
in cash, contractions in loans deposits hav- 
ing been insufficient te lower reuirements 
to the proper figure. The statement is fur- 
ther complicated by the addition of a new 
bank, the Hide and Leather National, to the 
clearing house. In order to get at the real 
changes for proper catnparison, it is neces- 
sary to offset the totals. of this institution. 
This done, it appears that the losses of regu- 
lar members have been $2,619,300 in loans $i,- 
320,900 in deposits and $),259,200 in cash, which 
puts a new meaning on the exhibit as a 
whole. A great deal of surprise was ex- 
pressed, when the statement appeared, that 
loans had fallen off less than a quarter of a 
million, as published fn the totals afd in ex- 
planation, the expanding business on the stock 
exchange was cited. Speculation has been 
much more active of late and little, if any, 
contraction in loans was looked for. It seems,

however, that loans really have been re- 
duced over two and a half millions, which 
eliminates what otherwise must be regarded 
as a discrepancy. The known operations of 
the week, so far as cash changes are con- 


cerned, do not differ much from the bank 
reports There was a loss of over two mil- 
lions to the interior, and nearly as much to 
the treasury. The November dividend ‘period 
was tesponsible for some unsettling of bust- 
ness. The future of the market hinges now 
on the continuance of the interior demand. 
At this time last year money had begun to 
return to New York, but up to the present 
the outgo much exceeds receipts. It is worthy 
of note that domestic e®hange at leading cen- 
ters is changing slowly in favor of New York, 
funds on this city being quoted at par in 
Chicago for the first time since last spring. 
But this geg not be taken to signify that 
money is abvut to come east, for money rates 
in Chicago show signs of advancing. The 
weak point in the present situation is the 
continued absorption of funds from the bank 
into the treasury, an operation that takes 
funds out of the market quite as effectively 
as an export of specie to Europe.”’

STOCKS STILL INCREASING 


Corn Lost a Fraction—Oats a Shade 
Lower and Provisions Im- 
proved a Trifle. 


Chicago, November 4.—The overwhelming and 
apparently inexhaustible supply in sight, coup- 
led with a stagnant cash demand, depressed 
wheat again today and December closed a 
shade lower at 68%4c. Corn lost Yc. Oats 
closed a shade lower. Provisions improved a 
trifle. 

Bettec eables and the growing uneasiness 
abroad over the position of the English army 
in the Transvaal developed a steady feeling in 
wheat at the opening. Business was so dull, 
however, that after a slight advance on scat- 
tered covering the market sudenly turned weak.

Liquli- 
dation was heavy on the way down, and the 
market ruled weak until near the end of the 
session, when buying against weakly puts and 
scattered covering because of reports of dam- 
age by hessian flies throughout he south, start- 
ed a slight rally, December advancing to 68\4c, 
where it closed. One of the most distressing 
features of the day’s news was the closing 
down of ten flour mills in the northwest, said 
to be due to an absence of demand. Steadily 
increasing stocks and a poor cash demand 
added still further to the weakness. Chicago 
received 115 cars, 34 of which graded contract. 
Minneapolis and Duluth got 723 cars, compared 
with 1,374 for the corresponding day of a year 
ago.

Dr. Edward Fverett Hale, the noted 
(nitarian preacher and writer, of Bos- 
ton, Mass.. has recently stirred the em- 
bers of religious controversy in this coun- 
try by openly assailing Presbyterianism 
in connection with his effort to explain 
the failure of Unitarianism to extend 
itself. At the Unitarian conference which 
was held in Washington, D. C.. several 
days ago, Dr. Hale made use of the lan- 
guage below quoted. In the report of the 
proceedings furnished by The Washing- 
ton Post he is quoted Ro this effect: 
“t don’t say there is no freedom in the 


its present government is so tyrannical 
that it breeds aristocracy and autocracy. 
Men far advanced in that church can say 
and do say what they please, but a young 
clergyman just out of a theological sem- 
inary does not and cannot with impunity 
utter the same sentiments. 

“tT once asked an eminent Presbyterian 
clergyman a question. I said to him: 
‘Now suppose a young graduate of Har- 
yard college and of the Harvard Medical 
school should go with letters of introduc- 
tion to Wilkesbarre. Pa., hang out his 
shingle and not take a sitting in the 
Presbyterian church there, wouldn't he 
starve within less than two years?’ And 
my friend said: ‘Well, Dr. Hale, I'm sor- 
ry you mentioned Wilkesbarre, but I 
think you are right. He would starve to 
a certainty. Now that’s only one in- 
stance which is true throughout the coun- 
try. That is why I have said and say 
mow that on account of its organization 
the Presbyterian church is the greatest 
liberty, religious and 
social. in America. Our organization is 
jn no danger of any such misfortune. Our 
danger lies in the tendeney to get into the 
indifferent intellectual phase which fs just 
as bad as medevia!] institutionalism. We 
must speak as children of God to chil- 
dren of God. We must not only discredit 
doctrine,, but, also -discredit ecclesigstical 
machinery.”’ ; 

This radical declaration of hostility to 
Presbyterianisrr. on the part of one who 
stands so high in American church cir- 
cles as Dr. Hale has naturally called forth 
the indignant fire of Presbyterians in 
both sections. Dr. S. S. Lands, of Wash- 
ington, D. C.. who read in The Washing- 
ton Pest the above statement of what 
Dr. Hale said at the Unitarian council, 
addressed this communication to The 
Washington Post, in which he undertook 
to answer the charges made by Dr. Hale. 
Said he: ’ 

“Editor Post—On page 7 of your issue of 
this date, October Wth, is a two-column re- 
port of the proceedings of the seventy- 
fifth national conference of Unitarians, in 
All Souls’ church, of this city, Thursday. 
Whoever made up this report has taken 
special occasion to emphasize in its head- 
lines a fierce and surprising assault on a 
Christian body that has within the city 
of Washington and District of Columbia 
‘thirty-four churches, forty-nine ministers, 
2% office bearers, and 7,819 communicants.’ |

New York Avenue Presbyterian church, 
within about four squares of All Souls’ 
church.

herents—with 242,487 ordained officers. The 
statistics have been gathered for more 
than twenty years. Three of the mis- 
sionaries on the floor avowed t":at it was 
the Calvinistic faith that sustained them 
in their labors. One of these was the 
venerable and widely known Dr, Paton, 
of the Hebrides. 

“Probably not more than half the Chris- 
tians who are Calvinists are Presbyteri- 
ans, and they are growing yearly and are 
a mighty power in Christendom. It is no 
matter of surprise that Presbyterians 
should be singled out, as usual, as the ob- 
jects of specia] assault, yet the only min- 
ister whose signature is on the declara- 
tion of jndependence was a Scotch Pres- 
byterian. Patrick Henry grew up in the 


congregation of a noted Presbyterian 
preacher, and King’s mountain, the 
Fredericksburg of our revolution, was 


chiefly fought by Presbyterians, and the 
Meckienburg declaration has historic im- 
port in this connection, as it preceded the 
Philadelphia declaration a twelvemonth, 
and was the output of a band of Presby- 
terian patriots. And historians assure us 
that the common school, the bulwark of 
freedom, is traceable to John Calvin. 

“Are not Protestants the friends of 
liberty? Well, a mighty host of Protes- 
tants hold the Calvinistic faith, and 
Presbyterians stand in the front rank. 

“And it goes without saying that Cal- 
vinists are as honest in their faith as any 
others. Men who bow to the sovereignty 
of God Almighty have always been thorns 
in the sides of petty earthly tyrants. 

“As to Presbyterian polity, it rests on 
the identical principle that vitalizes our 
political system. It is the antidote to 
tyranny. 8. 8S. LAWS.

SPECIALIZATION BIBLE STUDY. 


Adress by J. V. Coombs Before Con- 
vention of Christian Church. 
One of the most effective addresses de- 
livered at the resent jubilee at Cincin- 
nati, O., was dlivered by J. V. Coombs, 
of Irwinton, Ini., on “Specialization in 

Ministerial Work.’’ Said he in part: 
“Should an angel wing its way from the 
throne of glory down to this sin-sick 
werld and find one poor sinner to whom 
no one had ever preached the gospel, and 
should the angel fly back to heaven and 
report to the Son of Man that there was 
a lost man on earth, and should the Son 
of Goa call a council of the angels and 
say. ‘The sad news has reached me that 
there is one poor, unconverted man down 
on earth, whom no one has invited to be 
a Christian; who will volunteer to carry 
the glad tidings of great joy to him’ l 
believe every angel in heaven would 
shout, ‘Lord, sg@nd me, send me?’ And 
yet that is the blessed privilege of every 
minister of the gospel. 
‘‘God never permitted an angel to preach 
the gospel. When he wanted to convert 
Cornelius, the angel said: ‘Send to Joppa 
for Simon.’ Gladly would the angel have 
told him what to do to be saved. It took 
fou: deys to go down there and return. 
The angel could have told him the terms 
of pardon in three minutes, but the 
Lord has ordained that human beings, 
and not angelic beings, must preacn the 
gospel. We are very weak preachers; 
yet any of us can preach the gospel bet- 
ter than an angel. No angel could say, 
‘I am a poor sinner saved by grace.’ 
Never did angels taste above 
Redeeming grace and dying love. 


“God has pushed the angels back, and 
crowded man to the front to preach the 


notes, would seem to be under some obli- 
gation to the reporter for having softened | 
rather than sharpened his utterance. He 
distinctly avowed it as the great work of | 
Unitarians to destroy the evangelical 
church organizations. This makes one 
think of the Quixotic enterprise of the 
followers of Alexander Campbell, as avow- 
ed more than a half century ago, not to 
speak of other adventures. But the evan- 
gelical churches still live and flourish, and 
the Disciples now fraternize with them as | 
the result of increased wisdom and grace. 

“But the most amazing thing in this 
breezy deliverance was the unqualified as- 
surance with which the speaker announc- 
ed that Calvinism is now ‘held by nobody.’ 
AS your report gives it, ‘he thought that 
though nominally Unitarians were few, 
yet actually the Unitarian spirit had pen- 
etrated and pervaded every religious com- 
munity on the continent.’ The purport was 
that Unitarianism had overthrown the 
initarian doctrine in all the churches, 
80 that the struggle was no longer to 
Maintain the doctrine, but the organiza- 
tion of these churches. Hence the signifi- 
fance of his injunction, ‘We (Unitarians) 
must not only discredit doctrir@, but also 
discredit ecclesiastical machinery.’ Hence, 
also, his complaint, ‘Unitarian tracts only 
60 into doctrine. They do not attack in- 
stitutions which are the chains.’ He is 
now for breaking these chains. 

“Of course, if evangelical clergymen, 
the ministers or preachers of the evangel- 
ical churches, have become Unitarian in 
their faith and still stand forth before 
the churches and the public as publishing 
the gospel of the Bible as expressed in 
their standards, then the voice of this cen- 
sor becomes as gentle as the cooing of a 
Sucking dove, when he says: ‘I don’t mean 
that all preachers are liars, my dear 
friends. 1 only say that they lack candor. 
And that is the whole truth.’ Why did he 
NOt say that, from his standpoint, they 
are arrant hypocrites, if they are real 
Unitarians but do not preach it? 

‘He was gunning for Presbyterians, as 
they are never very hard to find when the 
battles of Christianity are to be fought. 

he stated that about two years ago he 
“eard a sermon from a Presbyterian 
Preacher who was an eminent doctor of 
divinity, and after assuring him that he 
Quite agreed with him, he asked him if a 
member of the senior class of a certain 
Seminary of his church were to preach the 
fame doctrine whether he would not be 
hauled over the coals,’ and was answer- 
ed, ‘He certainly would.’

It is the 
sp°cialist in law, medicine and business 
that succeeds. If specialization is neces- 
sary for the secular callings, the age 
demands trained men for the ministry. 
No preacher can hope for any great suc- 
cess when he is compelled to be pastor, 
evaneelist, teacher, financial secretary 
and general manager of all church affairs 
at the same time. After struggling all 
week with financial questions, he is poor- 


When I was a teacher I urged each stu- 
dent to have some specialty in which he 
hoped to excel. Be a better reader, elocu- 


tionist. ginger. debater or essayist than 
other members of your class. Excel in 
something. In the gospel ministry we 


need specialists. Let every preacher be a 
specialist in scme one thing. Be an au- 
thority on the two covenants, the Book 
of Romans, the history of the early 
church, or on some important period in 
the history of the world. You have twen- 
ty-four hours each day. Sleep eight, play 
four, and you have twelve hours left. 
Study six and six remain. Do what you 
please with five, but wx:ve one hour each 
day to study until you have mastered the 
Greek verb, the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
the Book of Acts, or some special sub- 
ject. Do not be afraid of wearing out. 
I am afraid of rusting out, but not unea- 
sy about wearing out. Ten preachers die 
fiom worry and fretting where one dies 
from overwork. 

“We need specialists as teachers, lin- 
guists and even debaters who are authori- 
ty on their special work. The adept is in 
demanc. God called some to be pastors, 
some evangelists and some teachers. This 
division of the work is wise. Yet men 
have tried to tear down the divine plan. 
But a few years agoa preacher an- 
nounced that he would = revolutionize 
church work, and that God had told man 
to ‘go preach,’ while the preacher was 
staying to preach. instead of going. With 
his tent and bands of music he went. Did 
he not know that the twenty-one letters 
were written to tell Christiags how to 
live. and that God had called some to be 
pastors? The evangelist is the recruiting 
officer whilé the pastor must lead the

pantliy about professional evangelists, 
and strive to crack jokes at the special- 
ist. The men who do this are usually 
those who rave tried to evangelize and 
failed; and, instead of realizing that the 
weakness is their own, they attempt to 
ridicule the work of God’s ordained mes- 
senger. God called some to be evangel- 
ists. and Paul tells Timothy to ‘do the 
work of an evangelist.’ He who opposes 
the professional evangelist opposes God: 
and he who attempts to ridicule that 
office is irreverent and unkind; and ‘that 
religious society which abandons the of- 
fice of pastor, evangelist or teacher will 
go to ruin. We need: 

1. Special teachers, who are not only 
great scholars, but men apt to teach. 
Give us a man who has mastered the Ro- 
man letter, and he will be in demand at 
institutes and conventions. Let another 
master the Epistles of Peter. These let- 
ters are full of wonderful things, and 
have been greatly neglected. A teacher 
who will master the thoughts of. these 
wonderful letters and properly teach them 
will shed a halo of happiness in the com- 
munity in which he lives. 

2. Special lecturers or teachers who are 
authority upon the great doctrina)] points 
in Christianity. Every evangelist knows. 
when he goes into a community to con- 
duct a series of meetings, that many 
religious societies will not hear him, for 
fear that they may lose some of their 
flock. Especially they will not hear him 
on doctrinal discourses. But if a special 
teacher or lecturer goes into that com- 
munity, not to ronduct a revival, but to 
present the great truths of the Bible, 
they will gladly hear him. Let this teach- 
er present the subjects, ‘‘The Two. Cove- 


nants,”’ “Rightly Dividing the Word," 
‘Christ or Moses,"’ “The Apostolic 
Church,” “Grounds That Are Infallibly 
Right,"’ “‘Conversion,’’ ‘Baptism, Nega- 


tively and Affirmatively,” ‘‘The History 
of Baptism,” “Mysticism in Religion,” 
“Paganism Remaining in the Church,’’ 
“Grounds of Union,” and other subjects. 
In time the pastor or evangelist will reap 
the results of this teaching. 

8. Pastors who are adapted to drilling 
the soldiers for the battle of life. Teach 
the members of the church that they can 
not be true to themselves and the Captain 
of their salvation unti] they fling out the 
gospel banner in the morning light of 
every land. Teach them that they must 
not lay down the weapons of spiritual 
warfare until the kingdoms of darkness 
Shall become the kingdoms of light. Let 
them say, “‘Wherever we plant the cross, 
we rome to stay and to conquer. We have 
burned the bridges behind us; provided 
no means of retreat; we have no armor of 
defense for those whose faces are from 
the foe; and in our war songs we have 
no hymns for a retreating or defeated 
army. We have enlisted in a mighty 
army whose only purpose is the conquest 
of the whole world for Christ.” 

4. Evangelists who with warm hearts 
are especially prepared to win men to 
Christ. Let them go forth and stir the 
community to the white heat of enthu- 
siasm. Every community needs these 
awakenings. The Spirit of God tells the 


evangelist what and how to preach. 
Preach the word. Rebuke and reprove. 


No timid man can succeed as an eVan- 
gelist. He must speak mightily against 
sin and worldliness and exalt righteous- 
ness. Tell people plainly that if they 
are out of Christ they are lost. Don't 
preach like the timid preacher who said 
to his eritical congregation: “My dear 
hearers, you must believe to a degree, 
repent to an extent, or you wf! be 
damned in a measure.” The special 
evangelist much know how to reach the 
masses and move the hearts of men. But 
he must also be able to stir up the lat- 
ent forces in the church, so that each 
member will cry:, ‘Lord, what wilt Thou 
have-me to do?’”’ He must not only rally 
soldiers around the banner of Christ, but 
he must fire their minds so that they 
will die for the cause they love. The 
evangelist who does not leave the pastor 
stronger in the affections of his people, 
and the people more determined to live 
for Christ, is not the evangelist that is 
in demand. We idolize the martyrs who 
died for the cause of the Master, but it 
is easier to die for Christ than to live 
for Him. 

Give us specializaticn in the gospel min- 
istry, and we will double our member- 
ship in five years. Give us this union 
of forces, then gone will be the day of ri- 
valry between pastor, teacher and evan- 
gelist; gone will be the day when a con- 
gregation’s glory shall be measured by 
the names on the church register; gone 
will be the day when sinful men control | 
the affairs of the church. May this 
spirit of union not only characterize our 
work, but may it leaven denominational- 
ism unti] all party names shall be for- 
ever gone. Over such a union of God's

Another over- 
flow meeting was held at the Central 
Christian church which holds about 1,000, 
and a still further overflow meeting was 
held in Richmcnd Street church, and 
stil] there were hundreds who were not 
able to attend the services, It was the 
largest communion service ever seen and 
the impression produced was profound. 

“The next convention, which will be the 
silver anniversary of the Foreign Socie- 
ty. will be held at Kansas City, where 
the convention hall will seat 20,000, and it 
is estimated that its capacity will be 
taxed to its uttermost. The papers of 
Cincinnati gave much space to the con- 
vention news, and The- Baltimore Sun, 
although largely Catholic in, its feeling, 
sent a correspondent from Baltimore to

The 
last £10,0000 was quickly contributed in re- 
sponse to a conditional offer of £1,000 
made by Mr. McLean, the official auditor 
of the church. 


The death of Rev. Samuel Chapman, of 
Melbourne, will be felt ‘througheut the 
colony of Australia. He was four times 
president of the Baptist Union of Vic- 
toria. The Baptist fund, which he was 
largely instru: ental in raising, has reach- 
ed over £66,000. He was the president of 
the college which he helped to found in 
1890 for the training of voung men for 
the ministry, the principal of which is 
Dr. Whitley.

The general counc'! of the Evangelical 
Lutheran church now consists of nine 
synods, with 1.233 ministers, 2,029 congre- 
gations, 352,454 communicants. There are 
three theological seminaries, one at Phil- 
adelphia. one at Chicago and one at Rock 
Island. These together have seventeen 
professors, 200 students and property 
worth over $300,000. There are seven col- 
leges with about 2,000 students, eleven 
orphans’ homes, seven hospitals, five 
homes for the aged, epileptic, etc., four 
deaconess institutions and three immi- 
grant missions.

wow THE FIGHT WAS MADE ON DUELS 


‘Petitions Found in State House 
Showing That as Early as 1803 
People Opposed Duels. 


Columbia, S. C.. November 4.—(Special.) 
As is well Known, duelling is not now in 
yogue in South Carolina There are 
many who deplore this fact; many who 
hold that the abolition of duelling was 
a blow to the high moral standing of 
the people, giving encouragement to the 
blackguard and leaving the gentleman 
defenseless unless he use the  black- 
guarii's weapon. It was freely contended 
the political upheaval that brought Mr. 
Tillman to the surface would not have 
been possible during the days the code 
of honor was a téxtbook in South Caro- 
ina, because those who made the charges 
of corruption that stirred up the peuple 


would have been called to account before 


their work was accomplished. 

But in 1881, after duelling with pistols 
had been practiced in South Carolina 
for 100 years, the slaying of Colonel Shan- 
non by Colonel Cash, under circumstances 
that caused the dead man to receive all 
public sympathy, resulted in the passage 
of the anti-duelling law. To make the 
law effective a shrewd plan was adopted. 
It had always been against the law to 
fight a duel. but after investigation, if it 
was found that “the code” had been 
observed. that was the end of the mat- 
ter, Go long as the fighting was fair, 
the survivor had nothing to apprehend. 
But the 1881 law provided that the oath 
of office to be taken by every man elect- 
ed to any kind of public office in the 
state should have added: ‘And that I 
have not engaged in a duel, either as prin- 
cipal or second. nor set a challenge since 
December 23, 1581.’’ 

That killed the ‘‘code of honor”’ in South 
Carolina. Whether it has really injured 
the state it is perhaps too early to de- 
cide. It is. however, certain that more 
men have been killed in the period since 
duelling was abolished than during the 
like number of years previously. And 
men of standing or influence are not con- 
victed, 

It is a singular coincidence that the 
man who was so earnestly opposed to 
the practice of duelling should have 
been the first prominent victim of the “‘hip 
pocket’’ practice, so much in vogue since 
fair fighting on the field was abolished. 
If Captain F. W. Dawson, the brilliant 


editor of The News and Courier, had been* 


slain, as he was, before the exit of the 
code. public sentiment would have de- 
manded the conviction of the man who 
kified him. As it was, the plea of self 
defense was accepted by the jury. And 
in other cases where prominent men have 
been involved in recent years, the same 
plea has been invariably offered and the 
same verdict invariably rendered. Juries 
geem opposed to convicting a white man 
of murder, even though his victim stood 
high. Some time ago a young man was 
on trial in this state for murder. The 
plea was self defense. The prosecyting 
solicitor had killed his man, the lawyer 
who assisted in the prosecution had killed 
his man: the father of the defendant had 
killed at least one man; the father-in- 
law of the presiding judge had Killed his 
man: the father-in-law of the defending 
attorney had been killed and the fore- 
man of the jury had been so fortunate as 
to get the first shot in self defense. 

Two years ago the churches began a 
crusade against ‘“‘blood guiltiness,’’ Right 
Rey. Ellison Capers, the Episcopal bish- 
op, expressing himself strongly on the 
condition. but the churches of the other 
denominations did not respond with en- 
thusiasm, and the fight against the pis- 
tol was short lived. 

White men in South Carolina always 
prided themselves on courtesy to woman, 
and the man who would raise his hand 
against one was, in days gone by, con- 
sidered almost beyond the pale of the 
law. This year. two women have been 
killed; one by a dispensary constable, who 
Was acquitted; the other brutally mur- 
dered by her husband. In the latter case, 
the kind-hearted jury found him guilty, 
but recommended “mercy.’’ on what 
€rounds wus not discernible. So that 
butcher was given a term of years in the 
penitentiary. If a common course is 
taken in his case, petitions for his pardon 
Will be sent to the governor in about 
two years. In a vear or two later these 
petitions will be renewed, with affidavits 
that the health of the convict has broken; 
that he can live but a few months longer, 
and that important evidence has been dis- 
mitigates his 
crime. And he will be pardoned. 

A South Carolinian who has given the 
Matter much thought, who is intimately 
acquainted with methods of obtaining 
Pardons and has watched the results of 
Many trials for murder, remarked a few 
days ago that what the state needed most 
Was compulsory cducation in commoa 
Schools, with ionger terms and a dozen 
legal hangings of white men. 

The prevalence of dueling in the years 
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legislature, bearing the names of more 
than 4,000 South Carolinians, and sent to 
the general assembly in 1808 asking that 
something be done to check the practice. 
These petitions have just been unearthed 
in a rubbish room in the statehouse and 
bear’ the names of many distinguished 
citizens of the state, including that of 
General Charles Cotesworth Pinckney, in 
whose honor Castle Jinckney, in Charles- 
ton harbor, was named. At the same 
time the South Carolina Society of the 
Cincinnati and the Society of the Revolu- 
tion united in cundemning the practice. 
Almost every pulpit in the state rang 
with attacks on dueling, while grand 
juries, in the presentments, made refer- 
ence to this violation of laws of the 
state, 

As a resvit of all this agitation a bill 
drawn by members selected from the two 
societies referred to was presented to the 
legislature, It wag not proposed to ex- 
ecute or imprison the survivor of a duel, 
but provided instead that his’ estate 
should be subject to support of the family 
of his victim and imyosed restrictions as 
to holding public office. 

Despite all the pressure brought to 
bear, however, the legislature refused to 


pass the bill and in a short time the agi- | 


tation against fighting duels subsided 
The epidemic of gueling whicn had pre- 


| Valled in the state since the close of the 


revolution to that time, subsided soon 
after and the practice ceased to be 
a public scandal. Before that war duels 
were rare, but about that period the 
sword gave way to the pistol; marksmen 
were developed and the recklessness 
which follows war when life is so cheap- 
ened, resulted in the abuse of the code. 
Duels were resorted to when questions of 
politics, love and business were to be 
Settied. 

In later years the code resulted in set- 
tling many quarrels without bioodshed. 
The law of the field of honor was the

demanding an apology. The second of 
No. l was referred to the second of No. 
2, the matter was discussed, both seconds 
endeavoring to avoid a meeting, if pos- 
sible. If no apology was given then a 
challenge to mortal combat was sent by 
No. 1, in which case No. 2 had the choice 
of weapons. The usual distance at which 
men fought with pistols was ten paces; 
with shotguns thirty yards. There is an 
instance where a South Carolinian, 
known to be the best pistol shot in the 
State, probably in the United States, was 
challenged by a Louisiana judge and re- 
frained from naming pistols as his choice, 
€iving the judge a chance by selecting 
double-barreled shotguns at uuirty yards. 
But yet he killed his antagonist. 

Dr. Ramsey, the historian, writing 
nearly a century ago about dueling in 
South Carolina, Says: 

“A sense of honor is general: but, like 
charity, is sometimes carried too far and 
urges individuals to seek satisfaction or 
explanation for trifies which might prop- 
erly pass unnoticed. The general result 


is, however, favorable to a respectful be. | 


havior of the citizens reciprceally to each 
other. The licentiousness of the tongue 
and pen is seldom indulged in Carolina 
by the lowest classes of people, and 
scarcely at all by any of decent standing 
in society. The correct conduct of the 
gentleman in the state is imitated by all 
ranks. There is such a general respect 
for propriety of behavior that rude at- 
tacks on the characters of individuals 
meet with no countenance. They are for 


the most part more injurious to their au- | 


thors than their subjects. A keen sensi- 
bility on subjects of personal honor, car- 
ried to extremes, degenerates into a vice 
odious in its motive, mischievous in its 
consequences and particularly disgraceful 
to the state. Mistaken views of honor 
give rise to duels. These take place of- 
tener in Carolina than in all. the nine 
States north of Maryland. 

“According to the letter of the law, 
duelists may be prosecuted for murder: 
but the uniform verdict of juries for more 
than thirty years has adjudged the offense 
to be manslaughter. The burning in the 
hand, which is the penalty of that offense. 
has in every instance been remitted. The 
trial of a person who has kliled his antag- 
onist in a duel is now little more than an 
investigation of the fairness of the pro- 
cedure. If the rules of dueling have been 
observed, and no advantage taken, an ac- 
quittal as above stated is a matter of 
course.’’ 

As to the causes for frequent quarrels, 
the eminent physician and author says: 

‘Warm weather and its attendant in- 
crease of bile in the stomach has a ten- 
dency to produce an irritable temper. 
Hence it frequently happens, especially in 
summer, that many things 
done thoughtlessly and without any delib- 
erate intention of hurting the characters 
or wounding the feelings of the persons to 
whom they relate.” 

During the last thirty years the code 
was recognized as the gentleman’s stand- 
ard of honor, there were innumerable de- 
mands for apologies and quite a number 
of duels, but not more than ten deaths re- 
sulting from hostile meetings in this state. 
There were no killings then in respectable 
circles ‘‘in sudden heat and passion;’’ no 
questions of self-defense. With men out- 
side the thug class, however great the 
aggravation, the most serious assault that 
could be expected was a slap in the face 
with the fingers of a glove. An insult like 
that brought a challenge; if it did not 
come and the man who had used the 
glove was too seriously insulted to allow 
the matted to drop with a negative con- 
fession of cowardice by the other, he 
could publicly horsewhip him.. This, of 
course, was not provided for in the rode, 
but followed as an alternative wé@en the 
code failed to settle the case. It was an 
extreme measure and would be generally 
adopted when, for instance, a man having 
insulted a lady refused to give her pro- 
tector satisfaction. In these latter days 
there would be a shooting match on the 
streets as soon as the interested men 
came in shooting distance, and whichever 
is killed, the other has a clear case of self. 
defense. 

If there was one insult more deadly than 
throwing a glove in a man’s face it was 
to “tweak’’ his nose—catch the n&sal or-

pinch it hard and give it a twist. That 
was the most pressing kind of invitation 
to ‘‘pistols and coffee,’ and if not accept- 
ed branded its recipient as a coward. 
Dueling was unquestionably abused in 
some cases. Innocent relatives and 
friends have taken up quarrels of those 
who would not fight, to save their honor, 
and have lost their lives. But many old 
gentlemen shake their heads now and de- 
elare that the ‘‘code duelo’’ was the

man had for his life and honor. It cer- 
the slanderous and kept 
their tongues from ‘‘evil speaking,” and 
under its reign respectable men carried 
no pistols in their pockets.

Every morning at 6 o'clock a negro 
servant takes a cup of black coffee and 
a big pipe filled with tobacco to the pres- 
ident’s room. As soon as he has drank 
the coffee Kruger rises and. smokes the 
pipe while he is dressing. He is down) 
stairs by 6:30 o’clock-and is ready to lead 
the family prayers at 7 o’clock. Breakfast 
is served about 7:30 a. m. His morning 
hours are taken up with matters of state 
and the dictating of letters. The dinner 
hous is 1 o’clock. At all the meals Kiu- 
ger says grace before bread is broken. 
He takes a short nap after the noon 
meal and is ready promptly at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon to receive callers. The 
supper is served at 6 o'clock and the con- 
clusion of this repast ends all the worri- 
ment of the day for Kruger. Many writers 
have told how hot cups of thick black 
coffee are served at frequent intervals. 
Every person received is served with 
coffee. Besides his salary of $40,000 a year, 
Kruger is allowed $10,000 annually for cof- 
fee money. There is a two-gallon kettle 
of coffees always hot in the kitchen. Mrs. 
Kruger informed me that she has known 
the servants to serve over thirty gallons of 
coffee in one day. Kruger drinks large 
quantities of it. Most of his day is spent 
in the front parlor. He always has a big 
cuspidor at his feet and a pouch of Trans- 
vaal tobacco and a@ pipe by his side. 


HIS COUNTRY SAVED BY GOLD. 


Since Oom Paul was elected president 
in 1881 he has been confronted with some 
trying times. In 1883 his country was in 
a bankrupt condition. There was but 
one English shilling in the treasury, amd 
the salary of all officers, from the pres- 
ident down, was one year in arrears. At 
this time Kruger found it extremely hard 
to get along. ‘here was no credit to be 
had for the country, and Kruger did not 
know what to do. It looked as if famine 
was going to overtake the land, but at 
the most crucial period gold was found in 
the Barberton district. A messenger from 
the new gold fields took a sack of gold, 
containing twenty ounces, to the presi- 
dent, presenting it to him as the first 
yield of gold from the Transvaal. Kru- 
ger was astonishdd when he saw the 
gold. It is said by those present that 
his eyes doubled in size. ' He asked where 
it came from and was informed that i, 
was from the Barberton district. 

“Is there any more left?’ asked Kru- 
ger. 

He was told that the country was rich 
in gol@ ore and that millions of pounds 
could be secured where that came from. 

“Thank God! My country is saved,”’ 
was his reply. 

Kruger often expressed his regrets that 
he was not able to receive an early edu- 
cation. His only book for years was a 
Bible. 

On the occasion of laying the last bolt 
in the Pretoria-Delagoa Bay railroad, No- 
vember, 18M, the president went out in his 
private train to perform the art. At 
Bronkher Spruit a delegation of Boers 
met the presidential party. Kruger had 
to speak. Out from the railroad station, 
about a mile distant, could be seen the 
three grouped graves of the rear guard of 
a British regiment, which had been anni- 
hilated by the Boers.

He 
came of distinguished parentage, and 
With his nativity in London on the Ist 
of June, 1689, the luster of his family was 
materially enhanced. Being the son of 
Sir Theophilus Oglethorpe, his scholastic 
training was soon exchanged for that & 
a military character. Coincidently with 
the attainment of his majoirty, he was 
commissioned as an officer in the British | 
army, and so long as he retained the rank 
of ensign, he won golden opinions in the 
service of the queen. Resigning a cap- 
tain livetenancy in her majesty’s Life 
Guards, and repairing to the continent, 
he next placed himself under the mar- 
tial tutorship of the famous Prince Eu- 
gene of Savoy to membership on whose 
staff he was at once assigned.

Oglethorpe’s broadminded project 
grew in its benevolent proportions until 
it embraced whin its philanthropic scope 
likewise the persecuted Protestant Eu- 
ropean countries. As his private sources 
were inadequate for the accomplish- 
ment of humane design as outlined, he 
associated with himself other gentle- 
men of high standing, in conjunction with 
whom he referred a petition to the crown 
for charter rights for his prospective col- 
only. The petitioners agreed to give at- | 
tention to all details requisite to place 
their proposed settlement upon a firm 
proprietary basis. What they wanted 
from the king was the grant of specified 
lands on the south side of the Savan- 
nah river, extending from that stream 
to the Altamaha, and they wished to be 
authorized to receive any contributions, 
moneyea or otnerwise, wnich mignt pe 
donated in the furtherance of their most 
laudable enterprise.

Being convinced that the white emigrants 
were capable of coping with the new cli- 
matic conditions, they firmly contended 
that these were fully competent to culti- 
vate the soil without the intervention 
of negro labor. Besides, they thought the 
presence of colored servitors might disin- 
cline their owners to individual] work, and 
so develop sloth in the plantation. And 
it was not until afterwards that the board 
realizing that the agricultural interests of 
their trust were seriously imperiled by 
this lack of slave co-operation, agreed to 
reverse their former decision, and to per- 
mit the impo-tation of negroes upon Geor- 
gia soil. 

Everything being. now in readiness for 
the launching of their colonial venture, 
the next care with the board was the se- 
lection of suitable persons for their pro- 
posed settlement. With infinite pains 
was this important detail conscientiously 
met, and only such able-bodied applicants 
as were eminently ‘worthy of the noble 
charity were received. Preparations were 
rapidly perfected for the first embarka- 
tion, which was confided to the personal 
direction of Oglethorpe, the Romulus of 
the philanthropic enterprise. When we '! 
reflect that he was then ‘in the prime of | 
life, very handsome, tall, manly, dignified, 
but not austere, the beau ideal of an 
English gentleman, and blessed with 
ample means for the gratification of 
every reasonable desire,’ we cannot but 
marvel that he should have consented to 
forsake the comforts of his cultivated 
home for the depths of the American 

‘ilderness. But a lofty purpose animated 
his patriotic breast and gave him strength 
for the tremendous sacrifice. He who had 
pianned and imparted a never-ceasing 
impetus to the humane undertaking, not 
content with what he had already accom- 
plished, was determined, in person, to 
press it to a triumphant culmination. 

Such was the worthy whom Georgia 
proudly named as her illustrious foun- 
der, and under the accomplished leader- 
ship of the greatest man of this time, the 
little band of 125 emigrants—the nucleus 
for a future commonwealth—on the Ili7th 
1732, bade adieu to the 
shores. They sailed in the galley 
which, after a prosperous and 
somewhat protracted voyage of nearly 
two months’ duration, entered Charies- 
town harbor on the 18th of the ensuing 
January. Oglethorpe at once waited upon 
Hon. Robert Johnson, South Carolina’s 
provincial governor, by whom he was 
most courteously received; and, within

CHAPTER II.

One of the first acts of Oglethorpe 

after the arrival of the colonists was to 

define the outlines of his proposed Savan- 
nah, Under his personal supervision, the 
lots within its curtilage were all system- 
atically iaid out and the streets and 
squares were precisely indicated. Through 
the industry of the emigrants the requis- 
ite clearing rapidly progressed, 
gradually supplanting tents, and soon the 
straggling settlement began to assume 
the aspect of a fully-fledged village. 
Wards and tithings sprang up 4nd the 
names bestowed perpetuated the memo- 
of the generous promoters 
excellent charity.

It appears that the affair 
was the result of an irregularity on the 
part of three Jews, in the employ of the 
trustees, Suasso, Salvador and Costa by 
name. Authorized to influence contri- 
butions for the Georgia fund, when they 
had gathered quite a sum they 
instead of reporting the collection, to ex- 
pend the money in furtherance of their 
individual desires. And so they made se- 
cret preparations for shipping to Amer- 
ica a number of their own countrymen. 
Great was the surprise in Savannah on 
their advent, and soreiy perplexed was 
Oglethorpe as to the proper course 
to be pursued. But his great soul soon 
banished all difficulties, and evolved a 
high-minded solution of the confusing 
problem. As a consequence, the Israel- 
ites were permitted to remain and be- 
come useful citizens of this hitherto 
avowedly Protestant settlement. 

Karly in 1734 the founder, conscious of 
the dangers to which the English were 
exposed from their Spanish neighbors, 
and wishing to ascertain the possibilities 
of internal defense, projected a tour to 
the southern confines of the province. 
The trip was fruitful of good results, as 
the site of the historic Frederica, on St. 
Simon’s island, was then chosen. Almost 
coincidently with this visit, an accession 
was made to the little colony by the ar- 
rival of the persecuted Salsburgers. 
Eighty in rumber, they sought to repose 
on Georgia scil from the hardships and 
sufferings whereto in Europe they had 
been subjected. The emigrants were soon 
located, the resting place selected for 
their accommodation being situated near 
the present village of Springfield, in Ef- 
fingham county.

For their establishment 
at that point was purely of their own 
volition, as they might have become citi- 
zens of Savannah. 

Such were the undaunted souls who 
now calmly took their position at this

The lo- 
cality in which they now found lodgment, 
though not far from their former abode, 
had much about it that was attractive and 
the Salzgburgera considered themselves 
highly favored, and so they at once pro- 
ceeded to lay the foundation of New Eb- 
enezer—so called

While the Frederica emigrants were 
thus busily engaged, Oglethorpe, accom- 
panied by an escort of Indians and High- 
landers, departed southward’ in order ‘‘to 
see where his majesty’s dominion and 
the Spaniards’ joyn.’’ The voyage was 
among the lower sea islands, and, under 
the guidance of the faithful Tomo-Chi- 
Chi, he was piloted to the mouth of the 
St. John’s, approaching to descrying dis- 
tance of the advanced guard of his jeal- 
ous neighbors. So incensed were the red 
men at the sight of their hated enemies 
that but for the founder’s entreaties they 
might have been seriously minded to 
make a night attack.

It now 
developed that during the official tenure, 
he had been guilty of a most prodigal 
waste so far as the moneys and stores, 
committed to his custody, were concern- 
ed. An examination of his accounts dis- 
closed the alarming fact that his expen- 
aitures in Georgia were iargely in ex- 
cess of parliamentary appropriations.

And whey 
in May, 1736, he bade adieu to that his 
toric town, he carried with bim no pleas 
ant memories of friendship formed, of 
happiness given, and of usefulness in hig 
every capacity; instgad, he was accom. 
panied by the rejoicings of the people that 
they were at length released from ths 
ageravations of this pestiferous busy- 
body. On leaving he at once proceeded tg 
Savannah, and began to grant licenses tg 
the Indian traders. After a theoretical 
incumbrancy of two years’ duration, he 
resigned his office in May, 1738, and pass 
ed out of Georgia history. But we must 
not think that he permitted his career ts 
culminate in such an uneventful manner, 
Blessed with a long life, and enjoying 
distinction as one of the founderg of 
American Methodism, he is remembered 
as a prolific hymnologist, whose famous 
productions are still the admiration of

CHAPTER V. 
Oglethorpe Narrowly Escapes Death at 
the Hands of Mutineers. Modification 
of Rules. Regulating Estates in Geor- 
_gia. Oglethorpe Holds Conference with 
Red Men and Secures Renewal Piedges 
of Friendship.

While General Oglethorpe, in full con- 
sciousness of impending dangers, was 
earnestly hastening the completion of the 
southern fortifications. an event trans- 
pired which, but for an ever-watchful 


providence, would have summarily ended 
his most valuable career. It seems that 
a portion of the foreign troops dispatched 
to his aid had been quartered on Cum- 
berland island. That contingent was 
charged with the erection of certain de 
fenses at this point, and the founder, 
anxious to ascertain what progress had 
been made in that regard, so soon as his 
engagements would permit, repaired 
[the scene of its activity. % 
} at the time of his wisit (November, 
| 1738,) much dissatisfaction P 
among the men for the reason that speci- 
fied allowances, which had previously 
been grented in addition to their regulat 
pay, had suddenly been discontinued. 
| Considering themselves sorely

| account is taken of the 200 regulars who 
were disembarked at the hostile capital 
simuitaneously with the martialing on 
St. Simon’s island of the troops designed 
for its destruction, As events proved, they 
constituted an important factor in that 
crisis, and the long brass nine-pounders 
which they brought were as weicome to 
the men as was the plentiful stock of 
provisions to the women and children. Dis- 
mayed at the damage inflicted by the 
English during their recent incursions, 
the Spanish authorities issued an order 
requiring the instant concentration of 
their entire military array in and around 
St. Augustine, Accordingly, when, in 
May, 1740, General Oglethorpe, putting his 
little army In motion, marched against 
that town, he found that preparations 
had been made to endure a vigorous and 
protracted siege. His command, as we are 
definitely informed, eonsisted of about 
2,000 regulars, militia and Indians, and 
approaching to the environs of the settle- 
ment, he disposed his men for the in- 
tended assault. Before commencing the 
attack, however, he signaled his naval 
oficers to unite with him, as had been 
previously agreed, and bombard the place; 
but receiving no response, he was dumb- 
founded at this sudden miscarriage of 
-his carefully conceived plans. As his 
land operations would be futile without 
aid from the sea front, having waited 
vainly for the desired token, he was, at 
length, compelled to sound a reluctant 
withdrawal. In explanation of this re- 
gretable dilemma, we are told that cer- 
tain Spanish vessels had been moored 
Inside the bar, and, while entirely pro- 
tected from the guns of the Briitsh war- 
Ships, because of the shallowness of the 
water, could not be dislodged.

These were sup- 
posed to have been mere imaginary 
sonifications of nature. The full report 
of these discoveries has not yet been 
published, but this revolutionary inves- 
tigator has prepared the way to it by 
issuing the first volume of his account 
of the excavations at Abydos, the sacred 
residence of Osiris. Here he found 
prehistoric tombs, some 150 in number, 
the contents of which are more than 
astonishing, when it is considered that 
they go back at least 8,000 years. Fortu- 
nately for us who are animated by an 
intense curiosity as to the doings of those 
distant ages and the men who lived 
then, the Egyptians had the peculiar 
notion that death was but the bridge from 
this life to the next, which would re- 
semble this one so closely that the very 
food and furniture used here would be 
useful there. On this account they fur- 
nished the tombs more as they would 
furnish homes than as one would expect 
‘resting places for the dead to be fur- 
nished.

A Gallant Soldier. 


The Victoria is the most prized decora- 
tion in England. In this country we have 
no decorations, unless the medal which is 
sometimes given for life saving can be 
called one. The queen has lately given 
the cross to one of her officers in a public 
manner, desiring to do him special honor. 

During the attack on he Sima fort by 
the Kachins on January 6, 1833, the com- 
manding officer, Captain Morton, while 
visiting a picket about eighty yards dis- 
tant, was wounded. Surgeon Major Lioyd, 
accompanied by a native officer, at once 
ran out to help him, under a heavy fire. 
When. however, the wounded man was 
reached, it was found necessary to send 
back for more help, and Surgeon Major 
Lloyd had thus to remain with Captain 
Morton for some minutes. The enemy, 
who were within ten or fifteen paces, 
were all the time keeping up a heavy 
fire and killed foue men, One of them be-

“THE END OF AN ERA.” By John S. Wise. 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co., Boston and New 
York, publishers. 

Yn the publication under review Mr. Wise 
charmingly discusses the eventful period of 
our national career extending from the out- 
break of the war with Mexico down to rhe 
close of the war between the states. Without 
undertaking anything so prosaic or conven- 
tional as the task of writing the complete his- 
tory of the period in question, Mr. Wise suc- 
ceeds through the medium of numberless well- 
told reminiscences in throwing fresh light upon 
many obscure phases of American social, po- 
litical and military life during the vexed era 
of sectional estrangement with which the wol- 
ume deals. Caprice rather than orderly ar- 
rangement of narrative governs the author 
in his choice of reminiscences, but this pecu- 
liarity of style on the part of Mr. Wise only 
heightens the charm of the work by investing 
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it with more of the natural and spontaneous | 


interest of off-hand conversation. Being 
Virginia birth and parentage, Mr. Wise, 
course, discusses the characteristics of the 
period in question from the southern standpoint 
but such is the temper -of absolute fairness 
which he brings to the task in hand that no 
one can accuse him of doing more than: merely 
stating facts which he knows to be true from 
personal experience and observation. Of John 
Brown, whose celebrated raid at Harper’s Fer- 
ry did more to precipitate hostilities .in 1851 
than anything else, Mr. Wise speaks in caus- 
tic language, designating that arch-conspirator 
as ‘“‘blood-thirsty’’ and ‘‘fanatical,’’ and de- 
claring him to be virtually the precipitator of 
the struggle which followed soon afterwards. 
In this connection, Mr. Wise states what ev- 
ery candid student of the ante-bellum period 
knows to be true, viz, that definite move- 
ments were already under way in many parts 
of the south looking toward the gradual eman- 
cipation of slaves when John Brown put the 
south on the defensive by the outrageous af- 
fair at Harper’s Ferry. In like manner, Mr. 
Wise touches upon other salient happenings 
of the ante-bellum period, bringing out many 
important facts in connection therewith which 
time and prejudice have made obscure. Per- 
haps one of the best chapters of the volume 
is the one entitled ‘‘Presbyterian Lexington,”’ 
in which Mr. Wise accounts for the strong 
religious faith of the sturdy people who oc- 
cupy the valley of Virginia by showing that 
in the early colonial days of this country large 
numbers of Scotch-Irish and German Luther- 
an emigrants poured into the valley from 
Pennsylvania in quest of more genial and sal- 
utary laws under which to live. Some of the 
descriptions which the author gives of the 
girls of Presbyterian Lexington are exquis- 
itely humorous, though perhaps somewhat over- 
drawn. Everyone interested in the ante-bellum 
period will do well to read this work, which 
is thoroughly bright from start to finish and 
which faithfully records many things which 
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of study and recitation. In tne order given the 
selections are as follows: ‘‘Impeachment of 
Verres,”" ‘‘The Manilian Law,”’ ‘‘First Ora- 
tion Against Cataline,’’ ‘‘Defense of Archias,”’ 
‘Defense of Milo,’’ ‘‘Oration for Marcellus,’ 
“Defense of Ligarius’’ and ‘‘The Ninth Phil- 
ippic.’’ Copious notes are furnished by the 
author by the purpose of aiding the pupils 
in applying the rules of syntax and in getting 
over difficult places, but not for the purpose 
of encouraging the pupil in laziness by trans- 
lating every line for him.

James Russell Barrick was born in Barren 
county, Kentucky, April 29, 1829.

He began to write for the press 
at the age of fifteen. Passing the details 
of his early manhood, we find him serving, 
for four sessions, as state senator in those 
troublous years beginning with 1859. He was 
a member of the legislative council of ten 
under the provisional government of seces- 
| sional Kentucky. All students of southern 
history know that this compelled him, in 
time, to move southward, for, to quote, “his

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politics made Kentucky too hot to hold him.’’ 

Thus {t was, as hero and statesman, having

He was one of the earliest de- 
fenders of Edwar Allen Poe, and, in a long 
article on che subject, says: ‘*The thrusts that 
would haye struck him down, to the meaner 
level of the base, were the shafts of little souls, 
pointed in hatred of whatever rose above their 
mediocrity.’’ 

As an author, Mr. Barrick was much given 
to aphorism. He has teft hundreds of little 
gems, such as, ‘‘We look on beauty with a 
lover’s eye, and yet forget the Author of the 
beautiful;’’ ‘‘Memories are mystic monitors. 
They steal upon us in the hush of night, peo- 
pling our chambers with the spirits of the 
past.’’ 

We might look for his definition of a poet in 
one of his long poems entitled ‘‘The Poet,’ for 
true poet he painted there; but we will take it 
from another ‘‘aphorism’’—‘‘A poem is a pic- 
ture of nature from the hand of magical art: 
a poet is a painter on whose canvass glow 
the delicate tints of thought, feeling and 
sense.’’ 

He wrote scores of war poems, the longest 
and most soul-stirring of which was his ‘‘Ken- 
tucky’’—‘‘an earnest, indignart, resistive la- 
ment over the fallen glories of his native 
state,’’ as Janes Wood Davidson puts it. 
Space forbids further discussion of his poetry 
here, but I cannot refrain from quoting a part 
of a poem which has ever seemed to me to pre- 
sent a real view of the inner, pent-up life of

the poet, though it has been my fortune to 
know Mr. Barrick only through history and 
literature. This poem is his ‘‘Invocation.”
